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Trial begins for Robinson brothers 

Kings Mountain men accused of sexually abusing juvenile family members

STANFORD — A jury was 
selected and two juvenile wit¬ 
nesses were called Monday 
during the first day of a trial for 
two Lincoln County brothers 
accused of sexually abusing 
children in their own families. 


James Matthew Robinson, 
40, and Timothy Robinson, 36, 
both of Kings Mountain, are 
co-defendants in the case. 

Matthew Robinson is 
charged, in two separate indict¬ 
ments, with seven counts of 


use of a minor in a sexual per¬ 
formance, seven counts of 
first-degree sexual abuse and 
first-degree sodomy for inci¬ 
dents that allegedly occurred 
between January 2009 and 
August 2012. 


Timothy Robinson, who is 
already serving a 20-year 
prison sentence after pleading 
guilty last year to incest and

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Inmate from 
double-murder 
dies in custody

DANVILLE — One of the 
five men sen¬ 
tenced to 
prison for the 
2002 murders 
of Bo Upton 
and Ryan 
Shangraw in 
the Lincoln 
County community of Hubble 
has died while an inmate at 
Northpoint Training Center. 

Neccolus “Nick” Mundy, 
31, who plotted the drug- 
related killings, died April 7 at 
the University of Kentucky 
Chandler Medical Center, 
said Northpoint spokesman 
Gary Prestigiacomo. 

Mundy was taken via 
ambulance from Northpoint 
to the Lexington hospital on 
April 3 after he complained to 
staff that he was having diffi¬ 
culty breathing, 

Prestigiacomo said. 

“A nurse on our staff 
assessed him and called for an 
ambulance to transport him,” 
Prestigiacomo said. “He had 
minor medical issues in the 
past but nothing life-threaten¬ 
ing. We’re as befuddled as 
anyone else. We’re going to 
have to wait for the autopsy to 
determine what happened.” 

Mundy pleaded guilty to 
facilitation to commit murder 
in Lincoln Circuit Court in 
2009 and was sentenced to 20 
years in prison. 

According to testimony and 
court records, Mundy had 
information that Shangraw 
was holding a large amount of 
cocaine and rounded up four 
other Richmond men to take it

Details of Stanford school drill released after parents complain

STANFORD — A lock- 
down training event at 
Stanford Elementary 
School last Wednesday gen¬ 
erated some online contro¬ 
versy after some parents 
complained that they 
weren’t informed of the 
drill and questioned 
whether the drill should 
have been performed at all. 

But Stanford police, who 
have been conducting lock- 
down drills at Stanford 
Elementary and other 
schools regularly for years, 
said there was nothing out 
of the ordinary about this 
year’s drill and that a lot of 
misinformation was being 
spread about what hap¬ 
pened. 


Police executed what 
they called a “surprise lock- 
down” drill at Stanford 
Elementary School April 9, 
during which students, 
teachers, staff and emer¬ 
gency responders all prac¬ 
ticed what to do in the case 
of an emergency that 
requires the school to be 
locked down. 

Police cleared the school 
while armed with unloaded 
and disabled weapons while 
teachers locked their class¬ 
rooms and children prac¬ 
ticed how to remain safe. 

Students and teachers 
“followed their lockdown 
procedures perfectly” dur¬ 
ing the drill, which was ini¬ 
tiated “without warning or

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School board 
stablizes 
staffing at 
McGuffey

STANFORD — Teacher 
staffing levels at McGuffey 
Sixth-Grade Center will 
remain stable over the next 
six years thanks to a vote 
from the Lincoln County 
Board of Education. 

In previous years, staffing 
levels have been a “roller 
coaster” at the school 
because the school loses or 
gains district funding teacher 
positions every time its stu¬ 
dent enrollment goes up or 
down, Principal Jimmy 
Dyehouse said. 

Schools in Lincoln County 
receive a large portion of 
their funding for teacher 
salaries from the board of 
education, which determines 
how much to allocate based 
on student enrollment. Each 
school currently receives

Gipson’s resignation was 
made official last Wednesday, 
when Lloyd Bowling, a previ¬ 
ous council member, was 
named and sworn in in 
Gipson’s place. 

Taylor has requested that 
the city council appoint Bill 
McCowan to his vacated seat, 
because McCowan ran for a 
seat on the council and came 
in behind Taylor in votes. 

“I feel that it is only fair to 
fill the position I hold with 
someone that obtained almost 
as many votes to place them 
on the council to begin with,” 
Taylor wrote. 

Taylor and Gipson had to 
vacate their seats on the coun¬ 
cil because of a state law con¬ 
cerned with “incompatible 
offices,” according to 
Junction City Attorney Bill 
Noelker. 

Noelker has said that when 
Taylor and Gipson took their 
oaths to become a special 
deputy and police chief, they 
nullified their oaths as council 
members in Junction City. 

Discussion over whether 
the two could hold their seats 
on the city council has been 
ongoing for months. There 
was some debate over 
whether Taylor’s position as a 
volunteer special deputy con¬ 
stituted an incompatibility 
with his city council seat. 
Council members also had 
questions about whether the 
fact that Taylor and Gipson 
held their other jobs in 
Lincoln County made a dif¬ 
ference, since Junction City is 
located in Boyle County. 

An attorney for the 
Kentucky League of Cities 
confirmed Tuesday for The 
Interior Journal that while 
determining incompatibility 
of some offices can be a com¬ 
plex matter, the positions of 
police chief and volunteer 
special deputy are incompati¬ 
ble with the position of city 
councilperson under state law.

from him at gunpoint. 

Mundy reportedly stayed 
outside Shangraw’s trailer in 
Hubble while Jamarkos 
Campbell, Deonte Simmons 
and Matthew Tolson went 
inside. 

Gunfire erupted after 
Shangraw resisted the rob¬ 
bery. Charles Smith drove the 
vehicle. 

Campbell, who was 16 at 
the time of the murders and 
identified as the main shooter, 
went to trial and was convict¬ 
ed of two counts of wanton 
murder. He was sentenced to 
life in prison without possibil¬ 
ity of parole for 25 years, the 
maximum sentence under the 
law because of Campbell’s 
status as a juvenile. 

After the verdict in 
Campbell’s case, Mundy and 
the others entered guilty pleas 
to their roles in the crime. 

The murders went unsolved 
for six years until a fluke 
DNA match connected 
Campbell to a bandana found 
near the crime scene. 

Shangraw was 20 when he 
was gunned down. Upton was 
18.

Moreland 
Forest fire 
contained

MORELAND — A 
small forest fire west of 
Moreland burned less 
than 10 acres Thursday 
afternoon before Lincoln 
County firefighters con¬ 
tained the blaze, prevent¬ 
ing damage to any struc¬ 
tures. 

Moreland Fire 

Department Chief James 
Lane said the cause of 
the fire was undeter¬ 
mined, but it’s possible 
someone was burning 
something and the fire 
spread to the woods. 

The fire, which was 
first reported around 
3:30 p.m., burned much 
of the woods on a knob 
near the railroad tracks 
that run through the com¬ 
munity of Moreland. 
Smoke could be seen 
from a mile away as it 
filtered northward 

through multiple neigh¬ 
borhoods, carried by 
gusty winds. 

Lane said the wind was 
a concern as firefighters 
contained the blaze, 
which took a little less 
than an hour. A satellite 
dish array, a home and 
one other building locat¬ 
ed on the knob were 
unharmed by the fire, 
Lane said. 

Responders from the 
Kentucky Division of 
Forestry were on their 
way to the scene as about 
20 local firefighters from 
three Fincoln County sta¬ 
tions and the Hustonville 
Fire Department finished 
up containment. 

Fane said the Division 
of Forestry may decide to 
create a perimeter using a 
bulldozer in order to pre¬ 
vent any further spread¬ 
ing of the fire. 


Names from trafficking indictments won’t be released 


CRAB ORCHARD — The names 
of 10 people arrested on drug-traf¬ 
ficking indictments last week will 
not be released by the Lincoln 
County Sheriff. 

Sheriff Curt Folger said releasing 
the names would interfere with the 


ongoing investigation into drug traf¬ 
ficking. 

The sheriff’s office and Kentucky 
state troopers served 17 sealed 
indictments on 10 individuals in the 
Crab Orchard and Broughtontown 
areas of Lincoln County on April 8, 


according to a news release from the 
sheriff’s office. 

Folger said some of the individu¬ 
als arrested live over the county line 
in Pulaski County. 

The arrests were due to a year¬ 
long investigation. Law enforcement 


officers seized more than $5,000, a 
vehicle, marijuana, oxycodone and 
hydrocodone during the arrests, 
according to the news release. 

Folger said there will “hopefully” 
be more indictments that stem from 
the ongoing investigation.

funding for one full teacher position 
for every 25 students enrolled at the 
fourth-grade level and above. 

“When our enrollment increases 
by 25 students, we hire a teacher,” 
Dyehouse said. “When our numbers 
decrease by 25, we have to cut a 
teacher, and more than once this has 
been the same teacher that we just 
hired." 

Because McGuffey only has one 
year of students at a time, the total 
student enrollment is more volatile 
than at other schools, Dyehouse 


explained. School staffing levels are 
almost never the same from year to 
year, he said. 

“We feel that we’ve got one of the 
most pivotal places in the school 
system,” Dyehouse told school 
board members last week. “I’m just 
looking for some consistency.” 

Projected enrollment numbers for 
McGuffey show the school losing 
enough students next year that it 
will have to cut two teachers. 
Losing even one teacher from 
McGuffey’s current staffing levels 
would force the school to stop 
organizing students into color- 
coded teams, which have been edu¬ 


cationally beneficial, Dyehouse 
said. 

After next year, staffing levels 
would stay relatively low for two 
more years before a large increase 
in students would allow the school 
to rehire two full teacher positions, 
according to the enrollment projec¬ 
tion data. 

Six school years from now, 
McGuffey would once again lose a 
full teacher position, according to 
the data. 

Dyehouse asked board members 
to take the average projected enroll¬ 
ment at McGuffey over the next six 
years — 301 — and lock that in as 


the school’s enrollment level for 
allocation purposes. 

This would allow the school to 
keep all its current teachers and pre¬ 
vent it from having to let go of 
promising teachers if enrollment 
drops in future years, he explained. 

Dyehouse also asked if staffing 
allocations for McGuffey’s librarian 
and technology coordinator posi¬ 
tions could be changed so that both 
positions would be full-time. 

Board members approved the 
proposal unanimously. 

“I think it’s a great idea what 
you’re trying to do here,” board 
member Tim Jackson said.

prior notification," according to a 
statement issued by the Lincoln 
County School District. 

Lincoln County Superintendent 
Karen Hatter said in the statement 
that regular practice drills through¬ 
out the year prepared the school for 
the special event. 

Stanford Police Chief Keith 
Middleton told school officials that 
“good drills are when officers see 
no students whatsoever, and that is 
what happened today,” according to 
school district statement. 

A Facebook post by Stanford 
Elementary School parent Hadden 
Owens seems to have generated 
much of the debate that occurred 
following the drill. 

"I am disgusted by what hap¬ 
pened at the Stanford Elementary 


School today. The parents were not 
notified that there would be a team 
of Stanford Police Officers storm¬ 
ing the school with assault rifles,” 
Owens wrote. "If they want to run 
through the school with guns drawn 
then they should at least warn the 
parents or do it in an empty school.” 

The post had amassed more than 
150 comments by Thursday 
Morning, with more than a dozen 
people, many of them parents, 
expressing anger or confusion 
about the drill. 

Commenters expressed concerns 
over the drill on the Stanford Police 
Department Facebook page as well. 

In response, Stanford police 
released a public statement clarify¬ 
ing several facts that they said neg¬ 
ative commenters were getting 
wrong. 

“This was a preparedness drill so 
that we, and the schools, can be bet¬ 


ter prepared to protect the students 
of Fincoln County in the event of 
such an unthinkable tragedy,” the 
statement reads. “This is not the 
first time we have done such lock- 
downs. This same drill has been 
performed many times over the last 
7+ years at Stanford Elementary 
and in more recent years at the 
sixth-grade center and middle 
school as well.” 

Officers participating in the drill 
used training weapons that were 
unloaded and checked twice to 
verify that they were unloaded 
prior to the drill, the statement 
explains. 

Children do not encounter the 
training officers if they are locked 
in their classrooms as appropriate, 
according to the statement. 

“When we do these drills, we get 
in and out quickly and efficiently. 
The children have very minimal, if 


any contact with officers as they 
are safely in lockdown,” the state¬ 
ment reads. “... the vast majority 
of the children never see the offi¬ 
cers during this drill.” 

The statement also refutes 
claims made by some online that 
an 18-year-old high school student 
participated in the drill and was 
given a gun. 

The student in question is a co¬ 
op student who has been working 
with the police department this 
school year, according to the state¬ 
ment. The student was "not an 
active participant” in the training 
but did shadow a four-man entry 
team during the drill. 

The student did carry an 
“unloaded and inactive or ‘dead’ 
Taser device,” according to the 
statement. 

“The statements, accusations 
and borderline attacks made by 


some about this student are unwar¬ 
ranted and unnecessary and are not 
fair to him,” the statement reads. 
“... we take our training very seri¬ 
ous and to believe that we gave an 
uncertified high school student a 
firearm or capable weapon of any 
kind is absolutely absurd.” 

The statement also commends 
Stanford Fire Department and 
Stanford Elementary School for 
helping conduct a “very success¬ 
ful” drill. 

“We will continue to train, par¬ 
ticipate and do whatever it takes to 
prepare for and protect our citizens 
when we are called upon,” the 
statement reads. “... we know this 
is not speaking to everyone, and 
we thank those who support us. 
Hopefully this will have clarified 
the drill and shed a little more light 
to those that may not fully under¬ 
stand.”

Following the crucifix¬ 
ion, three women - Mary 
Magdalene, Mary the 
mother of James, and 
Salome - went early on the 
first day of the week while 
it was still dark to the tomb 
in which, following the 
crucifixion, the body of 
Jesus had been placed. 
They went there with one 
purpose in mind. With cus¬ 
tomary spices that had 
been prepared, they went 
to render the final services 
to the body of Jesus. 

As those three women 
made their way through the 
dark and narrow streets of 
Jerusalem, they knew a 
certain fact: By an order 
from Pontius Pilate, the 
Roman Procurator of 
Judea, the tomb of Jesus 
had been secured “by put¬ 
ting a seal on the stone and 
posting a guard.” 

As they walked along 
those dark and lonely 
streets that morning, a 
daunting question troubled 
those women, and they 
asked each other: “Who 
will roll the stone away 
from the entrance of the 
tomb?”

April 13-19 is National Public Safety Telecommunicator's Week 


During the third week of 
April, Kentucky State 
Police telecommunications 
personnel at Post 7 in 
Richmond will join more 
than 200,000 fellow com¬ 
municators throughout the 
United States being recog¬ 
nized for their long hours 
and dedication to public 
safety. 

Often called “the unsung 
heroes of public safety” or 
the “first” first responders, 
since they are usually the 
first to receive requests for 


emergency services from 
the public, they play a vital 
role in the successful deliv¬ 
ery of public safety services 
to those in need. Every day, 
Kentucky residents depend 
on the skill, expertise and 
commitment of these spe¬ 
cial men and women. 

In addition to receiving 
calls for emergency service 
from the public, they gather 
information about the situa¬ 
tion and alert troopers to 
respond. They are also a 
lifeline for troopers and 


CVE officers in the field, 
providing a constant link to 
resources that can often be 
the difference between life 
and death. These duties 
include dealing with highly 
emotional callers and noti¬ 
fying the proper agencies, 
calling wrecker services, 
notifying channels of 
administration, running 
license plate and drivers 
license numbers, running 
criminal histories, notify¬ 
ing family members while 
continuing to answer new 


calls and handling other 
radio traffic. 

“Our telecommunicators 
are more than just a voice 
on the other end of the 
line,” says KSP 
Commissioner Rodney 
Brewer. “They work on the 
front lines of public safety 
and the services they pro¬ 
vide cannot be measured in 
dollars for life is priceless. 
Their work often saves 
lives on a daily basis. It is 
fitting that we take this 
time to recognize their 


many contributions to the 
mission of the Kentucky 
State Police and to the citi¬ 
zens of the 

Commonwealth.” 

KSP employs 163 
telecommunicators at its 16 
posts throughout the state. 
In 2013, they handled

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No simple 
solutions for 
cash in politics 


There’s little question that 
“money talks” as long as you 
can pay a bit more for a bet¬ 
ter service at a top restaurant 
or to get a first-class seat 
while traveling — but there’s 
an ongoing First Amendment 
battle over how loudly it 
should speak in politics. 

On April 2, the U.S. 
Supreme Court decided to 
eliminate caps on total contri¬ 
butions. The 5-4 decision in 
McCutcheon v. Federal 
Election Commission had no 
effect on a $5,200 maximum 
in a two-year federal election 
cycle on contributions to any 
one candidate. 

Then on April 7, the jus¬ 
tices declined without com¬ 
ment to review a long-stand¬ 
ing ban on direct corporate 
contributions to candidates. 

And all of this takes place 
against a decision in 2010, in 
Citizens United v. Federal 
Election Commission, in 
which the court said the First 
Amendment’s protection of 
freedom of speech keeps the 
government from limiting 
independent political expen¬ 
ditures by corporations, labor 
unions or associations. 

To sum up: In elections for 
Congress and the presidency, 
you and I face a limit of 
$2,600 in contributions to any 
one candidate in that year — 
but can give to as many can¬ 
didates as we choose. 
Corporations, unions and 
associations can spend as 
much money as they want on 
issues or in indirect endorse¬ 
ments of candidates, as long 
as those actions are not coor¬ 
dinated with specific cam¬ 
paigns or candidates. 

From two “spokesmen” for 
the differing views on 
McCutcheon and the issue at- 
large: 

• “There is no right more 
basic in our democracy than 
the right to participate in 
electing our political leaders,” 
Chief Justice John Roberts 
wrote in the McCutcheon 
opinion. “Money in politics 
may at times seem repugnant 
to some, but so too does 
much of what the First 
Amendment vigorously pro¬ 
tects.” 

• “The Supreme Court in 
the McCutcheon decision 
today overturned 40 years of 
national policy and 38 years 
of judicial precedent...,” said 
Fred Wertheimer, president of 
the campaign finance watch¬ 
dog group Democracy 21. “ 

... the Supreme Court majori¬ 
ty continued on its march to 
destroy the nation’s campaign 
finance laws, which were 
enacted to prevent corruption 
and protect the integrity of 
our democracy.” 

Some suggest immediate 
and transparent reporting as 
part of a solution, suggesting 
a contribution or independent 
support for a candidate can be 
less subversive if everyone 
knows about it. But effective 
transparency also wars 
against another long-estab¬ 
lished American tenet — 
anonymous political speech. 

One argument for limits on 
the money involved in poli¬ 
tics does resonate with First 
Amendment rationale. The 
nation’s founders provided 


INSIDE THE

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such strong protection for 
political speech because they 
saw such involvement by citi¬ 
zens as fundamental to self- 
governance. But advocates 
for limits say the need for 
massive sums to run a cam¬ 
paign obscures the voices of 
regular citizens, or even most 
citizen groups, in favor of 
wealthy elites and big compa¬ 
nies. 

The 2013 edition of the 
reference publication Vital 
Statistics on Congress reports 
that in the 2012 election, 
winning Senate candidates 
spent an average of $10.3 
million, up 62% adjusted for 
inflation from 1986. The 
report also documents that an 
average of $ 1.6 million was 
spent to win a House seat in 
2012, a 344% increase since 
1986. 

One approach to settling 
the issue would be a constitu¬ 
tional amendment creating an 
“exception” to the First 
Amendment to permit the 
kinds of limits that Roberts 
and four other justices now 
see as outside the law. But 
such a change would be the 
first ever such action to 
directly limit First 
Amendment freedoms. And, 
it could open the door to 
other such constitutional mis¬ 
chief on issues from flag des¬ 
ecration to violence in enter¬ 
tainment — and more. 

First Amendment authori¬ 
ties Ronald K.L. Collins and 
David Skover published an e- 
book about McCutcheon and 
the history of regulating 
money in politics, “When 
Money Speaks,” within 48 
hours of the ruling. As they 
note, “Absent some change 
in the conservative makeup 
of the Court... the decisional 
die has been cast. As legend 
has it, Julius Caesar spoke 
the words alea jacta est as he 
crossed the Rubicon. It sig¬ 
naled a ‘point of no return,’ 
the very point the Roberts 
Court may have now reached 
in McCutcheon. It was a fact: 
money would remain in poli¬ 
tics — much more money.” 

The proverbial “alert and 
engaged citizenry” may yet 
prove the ultimate, most- 
effective method of monitor¬ 
ing, evaluating and — if one 
is so inclined — opposing 
the impact of “big money” in 
politics. The Web offers audi¬ 
ence reach and impact 
unknown in any earlier era, 
and “going viral” doesn’t 
take a big treasury to accom¬ 
plish. 

We may well ultimately 
find that once again, the best 
antidote to speech one does¬ 
n’t like — even in the form 
of piles of dollar bills — is 
more speech, not less.

Firefighters battle tough blaze in Stanford 


One injured; one treated for dehydration

STANFORD 

Firefighters had a tough bat¬ 
tle against a house fire in 
Stanford Saturday evening. 

A Lincoln County fire¬ 
fighter suffered an ankle 
injury and had to be taken to 
Fort Logan Hospital for 
treatment; a Stanford fire¬ 
fighter became dehydrated 
and had to be given fluids 
by Stanford EMS at the 
scene; and multiple fire¬ 
fighters wore themselves 
out battling the blaze and 
had to receive oxygen, 
Stanford Fire Chief Scott 
Maples said. 

“We had a lot of firefight¬ 
ers that were over-exerted, 
had to go into rehab and 
take some oxygen,” Maples 
said. “They are OK.” 


The fire was caused by a 
pot of grease sitting on a 
stove. The grease ignited 
because of heat coming 
from an oven vent, accord¬ 
ing to Stanford Fire 
Investigator Tim Lawson. 

The fire at 261 Somerset 
Street gutted the home of 
Darlena Watson and her 
husband, Bobby. 

Darlena Watson said she 
and Bobby had eaten dinner 
and were outside in the yard 
Saturday evening. When 
their smoke alarms went off, 
they went inside and discov¬ 
ered the fire. 

Darlena said her gut 
prompted her to immediate¬ 
ly get her husband, who 
needs to breathe from oxy¬ 
gen tanks continuously, and 
his oxygen and medications 
out of the house as quickly 
as possible. 


“I was trying to throw his 
oxygen tanks out (of the 
house) and call 911,” she 
said. “It was so fast.” 

The house was the first 
that the Watsons had been 
able to buy on their own, 
Darlena Watson said. The 
Watsons will be staying 
with their daughter while 
they deal with the loss of 
their home, she said. 

Somerset Street was shut 
down while firefighters bat¬ 
tled the flames. Stanford put 
out an all-call for additional 
help because of how diffi¬ 
cult the blaze was to con¬ 
tain, Maples said. 

After arriving on-scene 
before 7 p.m., firefighters 
finally got the fire contained 
around 9 p.m. Firefighters 
remained later into the night 
to fully extinguish the fire, 
Maples said.

using a minor in a sexual perform¬ 
ance, faces additional charges of 
sodomy, incest and using a minor 
in a sexual performance.

On cross-examination, Matthew 
Robinson’s attorney Bruce 
Singleton asked the girl to restate 
multiple details of the alleged 
abuse. He also questioned if she 
had been coached on her testimo¬ 
ny. 

“Did you have help in being 
able to get ready to talk to the jury 
today?” Singleton asked. 

“No,” the girl responded. 

“Nobody talked to you that 
helped you to be able to say what 
you’ve said?” 

“No.” 

“So you’ve been able to do this 
all by yourself?” 

“Yes.” 

Hill then asked the girl to clarify 
that she was telling the truth. 

“Just so we’re clear, you talked 
to me. Do you remember talking 
to me about two weeks ago?” Hill 
asked. 


“Oh yeah, I forgot about that,” 
the girl said. 

“I asked you what happened, 
right?” 

“Yes.” 

“Because I didn’t know what 
happened.

Wayne sburg man 
could be indicted on 
rape, incest charges

WAYNESBURG — A Waynesburg 
man is awaiting possible indictment 
on 15 charges, including incest, rape 
and sodomy, in a case that stemmed 
from the investigation into a pair of 
Lincoln County brothers who are now 
on trial for incest and sodomy. 

Douglas Rayburn, 48, of Ephesus 
School Road in Waynesburg, has 
been charged by Kentucky State 
Police with five counts of first-degree 
rape, five counts of incest, four 
counts of first-degree sodomy and 
one count of tampering with a wit¬ 
ness. 

He was originally arrested in 
February and his case has been 
waived to a Lincoln County grand 
jury, but an indictment has not yet 
been returned. 


Kentucky State Police spokesman 
Trooper Robert Purdy said because of 
the sensitive nature of the charges 
against Rayburn, not many details of 
his case are available for public 
release. 

But Purdy said the case that led to 
Rayburn’s arrest was initiated while 
the investigating officer, Trooper 
Rodney Warren, was investigating 
Timothy and James Matthew 
Robinson — brothers from Lincoln 
County who went on trial Monday for 
charges including sexual abuse, 
sodomy, incest and use of a minor in 
a sexual performance. 

“He (Warren) opened up one case, 
and it’s opened up several,” Purdy 
said. 

Rayburn has been released from 
jail on a $5,000 cash bond while he 
awaits indictment, according to court 
documents.

Corner outlet from Keith with co¬ 
owner Steve Devine and had 
changed its name to ABC Gold, 
Games and More. 

Michael Hockensmith had man¬ 
aged the store for Keith before 
that, police said. Family members 
allege Keith shot the three in the

Hockensmiths’ children after 
shooting the couple. 

Keith was arrested Oct. 9 and 
was indicted in December on 
charges of first-degree robbery, 
first-degree burglary and three 
counts of murder. He is being held 
without bond in the Boyle County 
Detention Center.

Preparing bulls for 
the breeding season 


Spring is here and for 
spring calving, beef cattle 
herds breeding season is 
just around the corner. 
Often bulls are the forgot¬ 
ten animals in the cow/calf 
herd. With the activity of 
calving season, many of 
the “old boys” are just bid¬ 
ing their time in the bull 
pen or back pasture. 
Getting bulls ready for the 
breeding season is like 
spring training for ball 
players, the better the 
training period the more 
likely they are to complete 
the season with good num¬ 
bers. 

Many of you have 
recently purchased bulls at 
one of the many bull sales 
in the area. You made a 
considerable financial and 
genetic investment in your 
herd. However, many of 
these bulls come out of 
these sales still in need of 
additional management 
and hardening-off before 
they are ready to breed 
cows. 

Young bulls should be 
placed on a planned nutri¬ 
tion program. These bulls 
still need to gain 1.5 to 2 
lbs. per day while losing 
their excess condition. In 
other words, they still 
need to gain frame, capac¬ 
ity, and muscle while los¬ 
ing fat. Bulls should be 
worked down gradually 
from their test diets to the 
farm diet. Bulls that lose 
weight too rapidly or crash 
will have lower fertility 
and difficulty making it to 
the end of the breeding 
season. 

Bulls need lots of exer¬ 
cise to get ready for the 
breeding season. Bulls that 
are in good physical shape 
have higher libido and will 
have fewer injuries during 
the breeding season. 


Although bulls get some 
exercise fighting and play¬ 
ing with other bulls in 
their group, forced walk¬ 
ing is still needed so bulls 
will be fit. Placing feed 
and minerals at one end of 
a pasture and water at the 
other end will force bulls 
to make several trips per 
day. 

Older bulls also need to 
get into physical shape for 
the breeding season. 
Mature bulls should be in 
BCS 5 at the start of the 
breeding season, and stay 
in BCS 4 to 5 for the dura¬ 
tion of the breeding sea¬ 
son. The same exercise 
strategy used for young 
bulls, with placement of 
feed and water at opposite 
ends of the pasture, should 
be used on older bulls. 

Young bulls should be 
kept with bulls their own 
age and weight. Many 
young bulls are injured 
when they are thrown in 
with other older more 
dominant bulls. Stifle 
joint, shoulder and leg 
injuries are the most com¬ 
mon. Bulls that can’t walk 
or mount cows will not get 
cows bred. If your new 
bull has never had a breed¬ 
ing soundness exam, he 
needs to have one immedi¬ 
ately. Using a bull that has¬ 
n’t had a breeding sound¬ 
ness exam is like playing 
roulette. Breeding sound¬ 
ness exams are inexpen¬ 
sive compared to the cost 
of cows not getting bred. 

All older bulls should 
have a full breeding sound¬ 
ness exam before each 
breeding season. Not only 
will this exam evaluate his 
reproductive systems, but 
it will evaluate his feet, 
legs and eyes as well. Both 
older and young bulls need 
some basic management 


during the breeding season 
to insure a high pregnancy 
rate in cows. First, they 
should be observed for the 
first few days of the breed¬ 
ing season to ensure they 
are: 1. Finding cows in 
heat, 2. Able to mount 
cows, and 3. Able to serv¬ 
ice cows. Although bulls 
have passed a breeding 
soundness exam, they have 
not been checked for libido 
(desire to breed) or breed¬ 
ing ability. Older bulls may 
lose libido and stop breed¬ 
ing cows. Young bulls 
sometimes have trouble 
servicing cows. It is 
important that you actually 
observe bulls servicing 
cows to confirm their abil¬ 
ity to breed. 

Bulls should be main¬ 
tained in single sire groups. 
Young bulls placed with 
older bulls get injured and 
breed few cows. Research 
indicates that in multisire 
breeding groups the domi¬ 
nant bull will breed 60 per¬ 
cent to 75 percent of the 
cows. A better option is to 
rotate bulls. Put one bull in 
with 25 cows for a week 
then rest that bull and rotate 
another bull into the pas¬ 
ture. 

On most farms, the ideal 
cow to bull ratio is 25:1 or 
30:1 for mature bulls and 
20:1 for 15 month old to 18 
month old bulls. Bulls 
should be seen daily or at 
least several times per week 
and checked for injuries. 
Injured bulls should be 
replaced immediately. 
Injured bulls will not get 
better if they remain with 
cows so they should be 
replaced and rested. Good 
management of your bulls 
will pay off. So give the fel¬ 
las a little extra attention 
and they’ll do a better job 
with the ladies. 


U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
Administrator Juan M. 
Garcia announced that farm¬ 
ers and ranchers can sign-up 
for disaster assistance pro¬ 
grams, reestablished and 
strengthened by the 2014 
Farm Bill, beginning 
Tuesday, April 15, 2014. 

“President Obama and 
Secretary Vilsack made it a 
priority to begin enrollment 
for these programs,” said 
Garcia. “For farmers and 
ranchers who have been 
awaiting disaster assistance, 
help is on the way.” 

The Livestock Indemnity 
Program (LIP) and the 
Livestock Forage Disaster 
Program (LFP) will provide 
payments to eligible produc¬ 
ers for livestock deaths and 
grazing losses that have 
occurred since the expiration 
of the livestock disaster 
assistance programs in 2011, 
and including calendar years 
2012, 2013, and 2014. 

Enrollment also begins on 
April 15 for producers with 
losses covered by the 
Emergency Assistance for 
Livestock, Honeybees, and 
Farm-Raised Fish Program 
(ELAP) and the Tree 
Assistance Program (TAP) in 
2011, when the programs 
expired, through 2014. 

“These very important dis¬ 
aster assistance programs 
will help Kentucky produc¬ 
ers that have been adversely 
affected by the extreme cold 
winter and past years 
drought,” said John W. 
McCauley, State Executive 
Director. 

ELAP provides emergency 
assistance to eligible produc¬ 


ers of livestock, honeybees 
and farm-raised fish that 
have losses due to disease, 
adverse weather, or other 
conditions, such as wildfires. 
TAP provides financial assis¬ 
tance to qualifying 
orchardists and nursery tree 
growers to replant or rehabil¬ 
itate eligible trees, bushes 
and vines damaged by natu¬ 
ral disasters. LIP provides 
compensation to eligible 
livestock producers that 
have suffered livestock death 
losses in excess of normal 
mortality due to adverse 
weather and attacks by ani¬ 
mals reintroduced into the 
wild by the federal govern¬ 
ment or protected by federal 
law. LFP provides compen¬ 


sation to eligible livestock 
producers that have suffered 
grazing losses due to 
drought or fire. 

“To expedite applications, 
all producers who experi¬ 
enced losses are encouraged 
to bring records document¬ 
ing those losses to their local 
FSA county office,” said 
McCauley. 

Producers also are encour¬ 
aged to contact their county 
office ahead of time to 
schedule an appointment.

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Blankenship, Lincoln students honored at Conservation banquet

STANFORD — Going 
green continues to be an 
increasingly growing trend, 
but for the Lincoln County 
Conservation District, 
reshaping people’s habits to 
lessen the strain on the land 
and its resources is a long¬ 
standing tradition. 

For the past 71 years, the 
local Conservation District 
has encouraged individual 
responsibility to conserve, 
improve, and sustain our 
soil and water resources for 
future generations. And 
since 1945, the District 
Board has made sure that 
those who work to promote 
conservation and those who 
create ways to celebrate 
conservation practices are 
honored. 

Last Thursday night at 
Lincoln County Middle 
School, the Board handed 
out numerous awards to the 
county’s leaders in conser¬ 
vation efforts and outstand¬ 
ing youth art and writing 
winners at the annual 
Conservation District ban¬ 
quet. 

Billy Shaw Blankenship, 
who owns an 85-acre farm 
on Rigsby Road in the 
Preachersville community, 
was presented with the 2013 
Master Conservationist 
Award, and the county and 
school art and writing win¬ 
ners received their awards at 
the annual banquet. 

District Conservationist Bo 
Renfro and Orville Whitaker 
made the presentation of the 
year’s Master 

Conservationist Award, rec¬ 
ognizing Blankenship and 
his wife Susan for an out¬ 
standing job of incorporat¬ 
ing conservation practices 
into the daily farm opera¬ 
tions. In addition to his own 
farm, Blankenship also 
operates his brother’s 50- 
acre farm on KY 39. The 
former science teacher at 
Lincoln County High 
School also finds time to 
teach at Somerset 
Community College on a 
part-time basis. 

“Billy, as we all know him, 
is very enthusiastic and we 
appreciate his love for the 
land and our natural 
resources,” said Renfro. 
“Since his purchase of the 
farm on Rigsby Lane, he 
continues to improve the 
resources on his farm.” 

Blankenship has applied 
several conservation prac¬ 


tices over the years which 
have helped prevent soil 
erosion. 

“He practices rotational 
grazing on his fields to pre¬ 
vent over grazing and pro¬ 
tect the soil from serious 
erosion,” Renfro said. “Billy 
continues to improve the 
grass by soil testing and 
sowing new improved vari¬ 
eties of grass and legumes 
on the farm to help increase 
beef production.” 

But Blankenship’s conser¬ 
vation measures don’t stop 
there He’s also done his part 
to improve water quality as 
well as prevent erosion. 

“In the past, Mr. 
Blankenship has built close 
to a mile of fence, installed 
five watering tanks and sev¬ 
eral hundred feet of water 
line,” said Renfro. “His 
fencing excludes cattle from 
our creeks and keeps them 
out of our forestland. All of 
this improves our water 
quality and prevents erosion 
from our farmland. It is 
important to future genera¬ 
tions that our soil and water, 
being a part of our natural 
resources, are protected.” 

While Blankenship is 
actively implementing and 
promoting conservation 
practices, the Lincoln 
County Conservation 
District is mindful of raising 
the awareness of the county 
youth to the importance of 
protecting our land.
